I.ainetta and Slip|M>ry Elm were fractious at the 
post and when the barrier was released the former 
left quickly, followed by 'ITie Archer and Slil>|)ery 
Elm. I.sing, astride Lunetta, went to the front 
ittiiuediately and opened >ip a safe lead bver Slip- 
|M>ry IClm, with The Archer leading King’s Cham- 
pion by a wiile margin. Konnding the fur turn, 
Morris nioTed up with a rush on the outside of the 
pacemaker and, making the turn into the stretch, 
niqienred to crowd Lnnetta closely to gain the 
rail. In a grueling drive through the final eighth 
Lunetta eanie gamely and wore down the favorite, 
gaining the decision In the final stride. The other 
two atitl’tera were beaten off. The victory in the 
handicap gave Jockey Ling his third victory of 
the afternoon, the other two successes lieiiig scored 
in the first and second races. Lunetta was third 
chniec in the speculation and netted $S.40 for the 
usual investment.

TI.IIT.YNA, Mexico, .Vpril 5. — The confidence 
wliich the public reposed in certain horses to the 
end that scanty consideration ivas given to the 
others was rewarded yesterday afternoon when four 
favorites, and two of these nt odds-on. won 
their races. It was a day without any partieiilar 
features aside from the liberal turnout aud this 
despite weather conditions which were somewhat 
adverse. It was estimated that the attendance 
was the heaviest for any Tuesday of the meeting. 
It was Indies’ day and milady was much in evi- 
dence. A slight drizzle of rain fell during the 
afternoon, but this was not enough to slow the 
track )i|>precinbly. 

•Vretic King, from the .1. Bishop stable, demon- 
strated tliiit he still retains his siieed. This horse 
scored another victory in the main contest of the 
afternoon. In this he met and defeated a fair band 
of sprinters and won like ,ni islds-on favorite should 
win. Jocke.v Wilson had the mount on tlie winner 
and he saved him in close pursuit of .Selota until 
turning for bunie. Here Arctic King was given 
Ills w.ay. He opened np a lead and won by three 
lengths in a canter. Selota was tiring at the end. 
hut made a resolute finish and beat Doctor Corbett 
a half length for second place. 

.loekey Wilson, who is maintaining a high stand- 
.ard of saddle form, rode his second winner of tlie 
afternoon on Shift.v, also a favorite. This was in 
the final race, which was at five-eighths of a 
mile. Here Shifty came around the leaders enter- 
ing the stretch and outstayed Roliert L. Owen in a 
fast finish, winning by three-quarters of a length. 
The latter had to be hard ridden by Jockey Gargan 
to save second place from the fast closing Harry 
Builder. 

Further evidence that Dick Terpin is a mighty 
good eolt was furnished in the first event, a dash 
of half a mile for the Juveniles. Dick Terpin, a 
son of Irish Exile, and carrying the colors of 
.Mien & Wilkerson, rushed to the front at once, 
showed a high turn of speed and won as if easily 
the liest. Fals’r, which raced in second position, 
was hard ridden throughout, never could get near 
Ihe winuer and was b*>aten off by three lengths, 
wliile he in turn defeated Peter Pierson by four 
lengths.

Gentility Shows Superior Speed 
— Louisville Proposes to Levy 
Heavy Tax on the Track. 



LOCISVILLB, Ky., April .5. — Kentucky Derby 
eligihles here had their bigge.st inning of the 
spring training sea.son today despite the efforts 
of the weather man to force them to take their 
work-outs in mud. heavy downiioiir of rain Ix*- 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock this morning only served to 
settle the dust at Churchill Downs and Dougins 
Park and intermittent showers throughout the da.v 
failed to materially change the track conditions. 

Four of the prominent candidates for the Derliy 
were seen in action at the two tracks. Deadlock 
ran a mile in It-lSi/i without being extended and 
then gallot>cd out a mile and an eighth in 1:57 
at Churchill Downs, while Chatterton showed a 
good speed work-out of three-quarters in 1:14% 
over the same track. 

At Douglas Park Violinist worked the eonrse in 
1:4(5% and, under stout restraint, finished out 
one and one -eighth miles in 2:01%. Surf Rider 
covered a mile in 1:44%. 

I)endloi*k’s work-out was the most iuipressive of 
all. He galloped easily all the way with Jockey E. 
Marlin having him under restraint. The son of 
Sir Wilfred worked by himself and his every eightli 
of a mile, with one exception, was within a frac- 
tion of a second of each other. He was timeil the 
first eiglith in 13, quarter in 2(5, three-eighths in 
3S%. half mile iu .51%, fi ve-eightlis in 1:03%, 
Hiree-qiiiirters in 1:17% and seven-eighths in 1:W. 
At Hie end of the mile Marlin increased his puli 
oil him and he pulled up at a pace not much faster 
Hiiin a eonimoii canter. The Kliiinnoii eolt appeared 
fresli at the end of his exercise and swiii cooled 
out. 

Trainer C. C. Van Meter worked Chatterton for 
a display of early speed and the F. J. Kelley 
representative delivered handsomely. Melvin Thomp- 
son rode him and he carried a whip, but he only 
struck him once, this being when he started. The 
Fair Play eolt worked Hie first quarter in 24%, 
three-eighths in 3*5% and half mile in 48%. Thomp- 
son begun to gather him hi nt this Jiiucture and lie 
finislieil under pressure. He wore blinkers in his 
work today and apiiarenlly runs miieli heller with 
Hiem. For the first time in several of his work- 
outs he luid no pacemaker with him. 

No effort was made hy former Jockey A. Aii- 
Imehon to eiill for high speed of Violinist and 
II. C. (Bud) Fisher’s Derby 1io|m; was allowed 
to gallop at a steady gait. He covered the initial 
quarter in 2(5%, half mile in 31% and three-quarters 
ill 1:19%. Aiihuchon took a further hold on him 
after eoiiiplctiiig the mile aud be did little better 
than cantor the extra eighth. 

SURF RIDER’S EASY GALLOP. 

.lolin S. Reardon was again chosen as pacemaker 
for Surf Rider and aoeompainecl him for three- 
quarters of a mie. Trainer Kay Siienee instructed 
jockey Win. Pool, who was astride the Derby geld- 
ing, to keep us close as iwssihle to his stiibleninte 
and the two horses were closely lapped all tin- 
way, with Surf Rider enjoying a slight advantage 
His fractional time was: Quarter in 25%; h-ilf 
mile in .50'-%, and three-quarters iu 1:1*5%. At no 
time was he imslied and Pool was sitting still ou 
him nt tin* end. 

Till' speedy filly Gentility again gave s|>eetators 
at Churchill Downs a treat this morning. Joi'kcy 
Alld-rt Wilson sent her on her way at the rate 
of an eiglith in 11; quarter in 23%; three -eighths 
in 3.5%; half in 47%; three-quarters In 1:13; 
seven-eighths in 1:27%. and mile in 1:44. Slie was 
under a double pull from the end of the fir't 
three-quarters to the finish aud could have run 
several seconds faster had her rider elected. 

Miss Joy and Fair Phantom, with Gentilit.v, are 
iK'iiig prepared for the Ashland, Kentucky and 
Litonia Oaks ami were given another mile work-out 
at Dougl as Park. The fli-st named was timed in 
1:43%, while her stable companion clipped at least 
four-fifths of a second off this mark. Fair Phan- 
tom liegan in a tangle on the extreme outside, 
which caused her to lo;a* considerable ground and 
she was several lengths back of Miss Joy all the 
way.

i I k la ml in 190' was a Grand National winner 
of extia-niely short pedigree. 

The ancestry of the Irish sires of a lialf-bre<l 
hoi-se is illustrated by Kirkland. He was by 
Kirkliuni. dam liy Perisoiiiiis. son of Pero Gomez, 
mid was Ined near Kilmulloek. County Limerick. 
J. T. Clancy discovered him and sent liim to 
Frank Bilihy. Kirkhum was bred in .Vu.stnilia, 
mid I’eeizonius at the Boneliill Stud, Taniworth, 
Eugliiiid. 

Perizoniiis was sent to Ireland in Iiis youth, and 
111 due course ran tliird for the Irish Graml Military 
Steepleehasi-, a race whieli dates from 1831. and 
lias had far-reaeiiing i-oiiseiiuenees on the lireeding 
of «l«-i-|>U-ehasers in Ireland. 

.it Unit time, 1831. tliere were fewer than 
one liiindred tlioronglihred mares in Irisli studs, 
and a eleaii-hred horse only rarel.v was seen as a 
rsmiiK-iitor in an Irish steepleeliasi- or liiirdie race. 
But as Shires. Cl.vdesd.nles. Ha<-kne.vs and wliafiiot 
liad not ihen been intnalneed into Ireland to aii.v 
extent, tlie native lired unimalK were eapahle of 
Nliowing a eertaiii, degree of speed and stamina, 
and when leavened up hy two or three crosses 
of Ihe Knglisli llioroiighlir<-d the reanll for cross- 
'eountry work was, in inaii.v easo-s, exi-«-llenl. Tlie 
Irish Grand -Military and garrison races created a 
Ui-inaiid for liorscs l>red in that way.

Zoeilone, Playfair, Father 
(I’Flyun, Gnidon and I’oelhi.vn were bred in Eng- 
land. 'I'heii ti er*- was tlie great New- Zealand-brml 
’’camel,” Moifna. whoso |M-d:gree ended with the 
aire of liis grandduro. Fnrtlier than that tlie sire 
of his dam was not in the tltud Book or qualified 
for entry. 

The American -lired Rubin compared with Moifaa 
was mi aristo<-rat in ixsligree, hut owing to his 
Lexington atriiin on liis dam’s side he does not 
eomiii.v with the definition for inclusion in the 
Rngllsb Stud Book. His case is pretty much on all 
four! with that of the English-bred Poethlyn,
